alceping  car. 

Mr.  McLain  declared  that  in  hu  opinion  at  least  one  hundred  Uvea 

were  lost. 

I  he  trainmen  who  notified  the  local  dispatcher's  office  of  the  wreck 
said  that  only  two  of  the  train's  seven  cars  remained  on  the  track.  Two 
day  coaches,  ene  deepv.  eae  fcegvafe  and  one  ctprsM  car  left  tfie  rails.
